A lecture-demonstration on the Russian 
Theatre of Mimicry and Mime will be pre- 
sented by Mr. Michael Sliptchenko, a deaf 
actor with the company, on Tuesday, 
September 17, at 8 p.m. in the Auditorium. 

Mr. Sliptchenko has been traveling and 
observing with the National Theatre of the 
Deaf. Last fall, Bernard Bragg of NTD 
spent five weeks as a guest actor in the 
Soviet Union. Mr. Sliptchenko is now 
returning that visit, and it is hoped 
that a more extensive cultural exchange 
program between the American and Russian 
companies will develop.

LINGUISTICS AND SIGN LANGUAGE RESEARCH 

The Linguistics Research Laboratory is 
primarily concerned with the language of 
deaf persons, specifically their competence 
in Sign language and English, as it re- 
lates to social groups of hearing and deaf. 
This central concern has led the LRL to 
explore basic language theory and its 
application to materials, curricula and 
strategies for learning. 

Through linguistic study, American Sign 
Language is now being recognized as work- 
ing phonologically, syntactically and 
semantically as other languages. In 
addition, the study of ASL is assisting 
in better understanding the symbolic 
process of language which takes place in 
the brain, 

The Linguistics Research Laboratory 
publishes a monthly newsletter, Signs of 
Our Times, and a semiannual journal, 

Sign Language Studies. 

Permanent positions in the LRL are those 
of director, an assistant and a secretary. 
As grants from off-campus agencies are 
secured, research associates and assistants 
join the staff for varying periods. 

William Stokoe, director of LRL, says 
that the spirit of intellectual curiosity 
and the understanding and appreciation 
of the value of scientific information 
within the College community is an assest 
to the work of the Linguistics Research 
Laboratory.
